Put on tho lid of the jar and put in 
a cool, dark place, IJ properly kept, it will 
preserve its freshness indefinitely. Never 
put the meat in a tin can. This paste 
makes excellent sandwiches, far better, in 
fact, than sliced ham, and, is very handy 
in case of unexpected company for luuch.

A WilliamatowD correspondent sends 


the following. 


EDITOB TRANSCRIPT —At the coming 


town meeting the report of the committee 
chosen last year in regard to the purchase 
of a site for a new school house will be 
heard with a good deal of interest, ae are 
&U reports involving large outlays of 
money It is understood that the late 
Jameb M. Waterman place on Main street 
can be purchased for $11,000, and another 
site on Southwortha\enuemay ba bought 
for $1,500. Still another site is suggested 
on Spring street, though no figures are 
given 


Another matter that is arousing un- 


usual interest among all classes of taxpay- 
ers is whether the town shall employ a 
school superintendent another year. 
When this matter was first brought be- 
fore the town a few years ago it met with 
strong opposition, out was carried later, 
when, under the state of things then pre- 
vailing, the cost to the town was only §200 
On this basis former opponents of the 
measure were willing to try the experi- 
ment 
After considerable wrangling the 


late Dr Smith was chosen superintendent 
but held the oihce for only a short time, 
when 
the 
town's increased wealth 


debarred it from securing the amount 
promised by the state 
Last spring the 


matter was again presented to the town, 
this tiire with the understanding that no 
outside help could be bad, aud somehow 
it was carried without opposition 
But 


there is no doubc that a strong opposition 
will be developed this aprmg 
In fact it 


has already de\ eloped and \\ e may look 
for an animated discussion of the matter 
at town meeting. Against the present in- 
cumbent ot the office not a word is said, 
nor, so far as we can learn, an unkind 
thought harbored With many it is not a 
question oi tlic fatne ^ of the man, but 
rathei ot the necessitj of the newly cre- 
ated ofhce la a town of this size. It is be- 
lieved half, if not more of tae salarj paid 
him, would be sufficient to pay a chair- 
man of the 
school 
committee, with 


equally good results to our schools. These 
considerations, at a time when ao many 
othei expenses are to be met, among them 
the buildint* of anew school house, pur- 
chase of the site, etc , require conserva- 
tive action on part of the town.
